After making the cuts and 
reductions necessary to avoid a 
tax rate increase, the San Ber- 
nardino County Board of Super- 
visors has adopted a final 
budget of $206.790,000 for fiscal 
1974-78

These are the prices you used 
to find in the supermarkets for 
fresh fruit and vegetables 

But now as everyone knows 
the costs of these tems has 
gone up, like everything else 

Butter lettuce will now cost 
you at 19 cents a head, Yams 
sell for about 15 cents each. And 
tangerines are priced at 19 
cents a pound. Grapefruit can 
sometimes be purchased for 5 
cents apiece 

If vou belong to a food 
cooperative, like 24 Pomona 
Valley families, however, you 
can sometimes buy fresh fruit 
and vegetables at the prices 
they used to sell for 

These families are members 
o a food “co-op” operating 
through the Pomona Valley 
Unitarian Society, located on 
Monte Vista Ave., near the 
Montclair Plaza, Montclair 

According to co-op 
spokesman Hugh Marsh 
members save from one-third 
to one-half on the cost of fresh 
fruit and vegetables 

The co-op saves this money 
by purchasing the fruit and 
vegetables from the Los 
Angeles Produce Market and 
local fruit growers 

They handle all the 
purchasing including 
paperwork, transporting and 
distribution of food into units to 
the Unitanan Society, where 
members pick it up 

Co-op members are required 
to do only a ““minmal’ amount 
of work in addition to paying for 
food at the reduced rates to be 
eligible, Marsh said. A $5 
refundable fee is also required 
for new members 

Food is ordered in units by 
members. One unit of salad 
vegetables might contain 30 
mushrooms and one head of 
lettuce. One unit of table 
vegetables might contain 
three squash, four yams and 
two ears of corn, One fruit unit 
could contain six bananas, one 
grapefruit and five tangerines 
according to Marsh 

Each unit usually costs about 
55 cents. The fruit unit above 
costs 45 cents 

In addition, eggs may be 
purchased for 50 cents per 
dozen. Purchased at wholesale 
prices from a local egg dealer 
at 47 cents per dozen, the eggs 
are rated jumbo and large 
ungraded 

The food co-op, which has 
been running since March, is 
open to members and friends of 
Lntarian Society members as 
well as anyone else who wants 
to join, according to Marsh 

Some items and their co-op 
prices include 

Corn 2 cents an ear (60 
ears for $7.25 versus an 
average market price of 15 
cents an ear 

Mushrooms 67 cents per 
pound (10 Ibs for $6.70) versus 
an average market price of 
cents per pound 

Tangerine 10 cents per 
pound (two boxes of 270 each at 
$7) versus a market price of 19 
cents per pound 

Butter lettuce 10 cents per 
head (24 heads for $2.25) versus 
a market price of 19 cents per 
head 

Yarns — 4 cents each (122 for 
$4.50) versus a market price rf 

cems each 

Bananas — 15 cents per pound

market price of 29 cents a 
pound 

Grapefruit — 8 cents each (72

The 
budget permits the tax rate to 
be held and the 1973-74 level of 
$3 per $100 of assessed
